<iracd Naval Reception—Speech of tbe Secre- 


tary of the Navy to tbe Officers. 


At noon to day the Secretary of the Navy received 


the officers of the navy now m the city at the Navy 
Departments They were severally introduced to the 
Secretary by Admiral Porter. Every officer was in 
full uniform and presented a fine appearance. After 
cordially shaking bands with the officers the Secre 
tary said — 


I assure yon, gentlemen, that It is with feelings of 
tne greatest interest as 7611 as pleasure that I meet 
you to day. Though hitherto unacquainted with most 
of ion I coold not have been ignorant of tbe names I 
Dave jiiBt heard without at the same time being 
Ignorant of the history of my country. 
To have 
charge of the service of which these are representa- 
tives may well flu the-measure of anv man's pride. 
Tour country also is proud of Her navy, and sue has 
reason to be so. The honor of every country is in 
the hands of her representative classes, and in yonr 
bands at home and abroad, In the past as in the 
present, the interest and honor of yonr country nave 
always been safe. In every domestic trial since our 
History began the navy as a class has been true to 
tbe integrity of the nation; while abroad, as herpe- 
cu'iar representatives in tne eves of every people, 
ner honor has been sustained by your, abilities, 
dignified by yonr character and illustrated by 
your services, in the presence of 
such a 
record the future mu»t be secure, and in it we 
all have our parts to perform in varions spneres and 
under varions circumstances. Let it be our pride, 
then, in the future as in the past, in peace as well as 
In war, In the cause of our country, her integrity 
and the free spirit of her government, and In the 
great canse of progress and universal freedom, of 
which she la and should be the champion, that the 
influence of tue navy shall be felt for good through 
Hi the channels of personal as wen as professional 
Influence. A single word further. Ihe present 
Secretary of the Navy, in common with all others 
appointed to tttat position directly from civil life, 
•will be found at first to have but little accurate know- 
ledge of the business of tne department; tbe details 
of i(s orofesslonal duties he cannot be expected 
to acqnlre. These are all under the laws of Con- 
gress entrusted to competent professional experts, 
who perform their duties nnder strict responsibility.

But 
knowledge I hope will soon come In aid or good in- 
tentions. All business should be transacted throngu 
tne appropriate bureaus. Ho favors which interfeie 
with the rights of others should be applied 
for, and I trust none will be shown, except that 
favor which superior merit is entitled to receive at 
the hands of tbe Commonwealth But any com- 
plaints of general or special rales, or their applica- 
tion topartloulftr cases, will always be beard oy the 
Secretary, through tbe appropriate channels, or 
course. But there Will always remain an appeal to 
the Secretary In person ahy fiwn while I remain in 
this office, belong to the sefvlc* and to the country. 
I shall be glad, on any subject of interest to the ser 
vice, to see any officer of any rawc, at any time 
when not engaged in other btaslnbss 1 desire to be 
your friend, gentlemen, and I trust you will be 
mine. I shall endeavor to study your real Interests, 
which cannot but be Ideutloal witu tbe Interests of 
the country.

pudence and cross qrestioned the wife sfaaiq?ly. 
When the Jndcre left the court he was assaulted from 
behind by eigbt or ten rowdies, and subsequently 
was followed to his own farm by the ruffians, who 
told him then and tbere tbat be must eitber apolo 
gize to tbe woman he bad cross-examined or submit 
to a ducking. Tbe Judge says tbe mob of eight or 
ten knew lie was unarmed, and tbat he told them tbat 
if they would give him an tour for preparation be 
would fight ana demolisb every mother's son of tbem 
The mob or eight or ten wonld not accommodate rum 
witb the required sixty minutes and went at Mm, 
robbina bim of over $200 to boot, and threatening to 
duck Him, which tbey might have done bnt for the 
timely interference of some of tbe most respectable 
people of Blauensburg, "Who ^.ame to tbe rescue In 
tbe nicK or time and drove off tbe mob of eight or 
ten vt et ai-mts. The Judge tben proceeded to tbe 
house of a Mr Marsnall, followed by the crowd, 
who, upon making signs of another bostile demon- 
stration, were driven ofl by Mr. Marshall and other 
members of bis family, wbo appeared at tbe door 
armed witb revolvers and threatened to fire unless 
tbe mob of eight or ten sbonld disperse. This is 
substantially the Judge's side of the,;story, and in 
common justice to him I forward it to you.

THE WEATHER. 


The weatner for the past nine days has been ex- 


tremely variable, alternating between rain, fog, aul 
trtness and extreme heat and thunder storms. It 
has rained every day during tbe period named, and 
la sef eral rostanoea accompanied by high winds and 
lignlnlng.

In the village of Jamaica ihe wires of tbe Soutb 
Side Telegraph Company were burned and out by 
t)ie lightning. The bouse of Patrick LarKln bad one 
corner completely torrt oil and the house of John 
Carman was alao badly damaged. The moit serious 
case occurred upon the Sound oppoalte Wbiteetone 
where a boat was struck and upset and the thiee 
men on hoard of her thrown into the water, one of 
them being instantly Wiled Ihe other two we\e 
badly stunned, and only saved at the hazardous risk 
of some parlies who wltnesse,d tbe transaction from 
the Windows of the wmwatone Hotel and had Ihe 
courage to approach them In a row bolt

age in other sections or the island bas not been aacci 
tained, but it is no doubt very heavy. 
In riUBhlng, L I., groat damage was done The 
streets were converted Into brooks, and when the 
ram ceased tbe sidewalks were left covered with 
sediment.

Another Kept guard, at the door, and 'the fourth 
entered the parlor, presented a revolver and de- 
manded arms. Mr. Gray fired, and the Fenian re- 
turned the fire. itr. Gray again flred at his assail- 
ant, the shot tasing effect in the abdomen. Two 
other shots were fired simultaneously across the 
table. The party then withdrew, leaving outside 
the woundeB man, who begged to be let in. Mr. 
Gray, thlnlang it a ruse, refused, but a Mr. Comfllv 
coming; up, on his statement tlie man was admitted, 
and liludly treated. His name is Andrew Campbell, 
a keener in tha Lunatic Asylum at Blactoock. He 
has been removed to the infirmary, but u not ex- 
pected to survive. The .ball has not yet been ex- 
tracted. He refuses to tell the names of his accom- 
plices. Three men have beea arrested, but dis- 
charged.

There were 
atroaraara yards in length, aud Spanisu republican 
CxinUvJL'3 tnbarred—blue, red, yellow—of glorious 
extent, waviBff from tower and turret, fttottoed. 
Inscriptions revived ancient memories of Spam- 
evoked transcendental ideas of a raturo dimly seen, 
but boldly spoken or, and suggested hope to the 
thousands who nocked to Cordova. Anaalusian 
belles never looked blither aud more like beautiful 
Amazons than yesterday, and the Hlbc. a£ile alliietes 
of tue Sierra Morena aud mountains of Granada 
looked embryo beroea. 


It was an auspicious day a'^o, as if nature sympa- 


thized with tnese liberty loving people. AU who 
have looked upon the valley of Coruova, in wuicli the 
ancient city is situated, can well enough testily that 
during vernal and summer months Its beauty is un- 
approachable. The bold outlines of Uie Sierra Mo- 
reua rising as a rampart from bleak western winds, 
the beautifully rounded knolls to the east and nortn, 
and the free, expansive view to the south, form 
themes for poetrv. Tlie vaiiey ami mountains ana 
hills seemed on tills day in gala, for fresher vegeta- 
tion canuot be seen but in tbe tropics, aud in strik- 
ing contrast to the whitewashed houses andElcrn, 
square towers was the umbrageous roliage ol orange 
aud lime groves, washed tree irom duat by lato 
rains. 
In accordance witb. tho Pact of Tortosa, whereat 
Arragon, Catalonia, Valencia and the Italeuric Ihles 
declared themselves confederated together as op- 
posed to monarchical principled, but locked together 
by republican bonds, Andalusia, at all times loud m 
tjeiialf of liberty, declared its dcairc to lorm one or 
the confederation, and a meeting was declared Lo be 
held on tho 4ih inst. or deputiesfrosn every southern 
province and or the principal men or Amlahibia to 
proceed ii.to the drawing up of a manilesLo or a 
Ueclaiatioii uf their rights, ol their hopus and desires. 
Tins meeting, owing to tbe day following being 
set apart by government for tlie promulgation of 
tho 
constitution, 
was postponed to the loth, 
tor tliiee uajs prpvlou-i to yesterday trains had been 
convening hundreds to Coiduva Irom all purts of 
Spain, leaterdjy morning, however, was the Brand 
rubh made irom Madrid, Irom Seville and Granada, 
CaiiiK and Malag.1. Over 8,000 people, counted by 
car loads, anlvedliom Seville alone; ^,000 arrived 
Ironi Oudiz, J.OOJ from Granada ana mauy hundreds 
Irom Malaga. The neighborhood of Coraova had 
euiptieU its peasant population. Ilie small towns or 
Alanzivnaies, VulrJepeuas, Meujcbar, Villa Nneva, 
Pedro,ibad, Villair.mca and \lcolea were almost 
empty also, the male inhabitants having come to 
Cordova to he.ir expounded for the iirst time, in a 
clear manner, the jmuciples or the republican paiiv. 
There baa been hints given that perhaps there might 
be an enieute, that the government troops miKiit 
flud <iu opportunity to use tlielr muskets, and foi this 
reason the representatives of the foreign press were 
on Hand. There was oue Irom St. Petersburg, one 
for the Vienna Pi ease, one Irom liertin, the corres- 
pondent of the Ruvpel; another from the HeueiUe uud 
the Gfiuloix, Irom Paris; the conespondent of the 
Cologne Gazette and your own special correspond- 
ent. The London preas, alwaja backward, or inimi- 
cal to rejjublics In ffi-ueral, Ima not a single repre- 
sentative hero.

speakers the republican minority of the Cortes 
were represented by Fernando Gurrldo, who, with 
Castelar, orense aud Fl^ueras, formed the chiela ol 
the republican party m Spain. So desirous w ere the 
repubucans of Andalusia to witness tho act or decla- 
ration oi their province as one or the couledcratlon 
that ther flooded the railway station at Seville, and, 
in Alarm, the authorities tolegraf.bed to Madrid lor 
instructions.

Tins plaza is about 1,000 feet long by .000 
In width, surrounded on all Bides byhonaea, fronting 
the plazu. i-'our galleries run around ihc entire 
square, and altogether would how 20,000 pecTpio, 
wnilc tho square Itsell would contain f Jlly 40,000, 
massed togermor aa usual at great political meetings.

magnificent sight was presented to us. Every inch 
of the extensive galleries was occupied by male and 
female spectators, dressed en grcmae tenue, while 
the living mass lu the plaza Itself was so compact 
aud immense that it was with the utmost labor only 
the procession-could force Its way to the house from 
whose gallery the speakers were to address the 
immense meeting. Tue railings of the galleries 
were draped by red, white and blue cloths, and at 
every ten feet was a white piece sewn, bearing the 
names of celebrated men who had worked in tbe 
'cause of liberty. The extreme right bore the names 
of celebrated Americans — Washington, Franklin, 
Jefferson, Adams, Hancock and Lincoln. From the 
roof of the house set apart for the speakers two 
UagstarTa rose, from which waved the Spanish flas 
aud the Stars and Stripes, and directly abova the 
heads of the speakers' gallery a small Spanish and 
American flag were crossed, underneath which were 
the words "Viva la RepiLbH&t Federal -Htspansota, 
rtva las Rppumica de los Estaaos miao$"—"Uve 
the Spanish Federal Republic"— "Live the Republic 
of the United States." 
Whan the Deputies had arrived at tha gallery and 
the elect had 'taken their seats the Assembly was 
called to order, it was a difficult task to make a 
single voice Jieard above the now of human voicas 
of irom 40,000 to 50,ooo people. So the President of 
the Republican Committee of Cordova — who was no 
other than the Mayor of the city— had to use signals. 
Quietness restored, Don Angel de Terras, the Mayor, 
commenced to explain to tnem the purposes for 
which they had been invited. He told them that the 
people had experienced monarchical rale for several 
centuries and had found out that such rule did aot 
advance tae interests of the country, but rather re- 
tarded progress. Kings being generally given to 
saonace the people for their own private interests, to 
whatever proaioted their pleasures or served their 
caprices, he. tnought it was about time that people 
tried a government aomposed of their representa- 
tives, that they should make their own laws to pro- 
mote all human good, progress, education, Com- 
merce, ic- For this purpose, he said, they were 
canen J£*ether to decide whetner they were willing 
to try anotliSf Sgg or whether they would try a re- 
public, a federal republic, as the people of -the United 
states of America had. It was very curious to 
throat a stream of vocal sound, becoming blended, 
until it ascended a mighty tempest of vivas. If ever 
there were republicans, ardent liberty-loving peo- 
§le, these people of Southern Spain are. But five 
ays ago I was to Madrid listening to the thousands 
of troops and citizens welcoming the constitution; 
bnt compared to this welcome of republican 
sentiments 
at 
Cordova the whole allair was 
small, and I consider 
myself 
swindled 
into 
giviua it more credit than it deserved. There was 
neither spontaneity nor 
unanimity at Madrid, 
though there were plenty of vivas, but for a speci- 
men ot genuine enthusiasm, truthful expression or 
thought, commend me to to the free-hearted sons of 
Andalusia, who can vie with any number of men in 
the worid, the more so that tney have such healthy 
langs, used to carolling Andalusian seyu0,iuas on 
the breezy plains and heights of their beautiful pro 
vmce. Whatever expression tending to glorify, re- 
Dubiican sentiments was welcomed with the fervor 
of whole hearts — the republics or all lands, federal 
republic of Spain, the foreign press representatives, 
Ac. The vivas rose cloud upon cloud, tempest after 
tempest, voluminous aud vast, filling an space, ac- 
ceptable incense to liberty. 
After the Alcalde had spoken, provincial deputies

The tragic comedy of which Messieurs the rioters 
gave us four rehearsals last wees, terminating by the 
appearance of the Emperor and Empress on the 
Boulevards on Friday afternoon, has left a void m 
our existence wMcn will not be easily filled "it 
was tar more exciting than 'Patrie,1 at tue Porte 
St. Martin," remarked a youn^ friend of nune; "we 
hadn't tlie bore of paying for our ticket.

Reckless of danger,' we lett our coffee to cool, aaa 
start«a forward on the trottotr to gaze at a 
pau-ol of the Garde, sleepily wallcing their horses 
back to quarters. This was at about eleven. FranKly, 
it was not a particularly interesting spectacle, and 
when we took the trouble of rlsmir rronj our yellow 
painted iron chairs we oueht to have been better re- 
warded for the exertion; but que voulez vous 1 The 
gmeutiers are done up, and have positively struck 
work. Whether they will go out again for the anni- 
versary of $he asfl sn<j 2«h or June, or on the 28th, 
wheal.es HeW Deputies will for ttie.flrat time meet 
at the corps L6gislatif for Jhe verification of their 
respective elections, is another questiofi, the solu- 
tion of which depends on tne amount of gold yet 
in the cosh box of their employers.

whlfe, and fo writt seriously, the government, and 
most especially the EBlperor, deserve unmens^ c.re- 
dit for the tact they have disp'Tayea in avoiding a 
collision with the csople. Daring four successive 
nigbts— that is, during the nights of Monday, Tues- 
day, 
Wednesday aua Thursday— government had to 
deal with a furious mob composed of the dregs of the 
people, numbering from twenty-five to thirty thou- 
sand, massed in a comparatively short space, goaded 
on to every species of mischief, and ready and willing 
(as they proved) to come to blowsjon the suahtest 
provocation, or course there are party men who will 
persist,, in spite o£ ocular demonstration, in telling 
you in England that Pans ana France are kept in 
order by the police, which corps swarm up in thou- 
sands at the nod of a comtmssalre. What are the 
facts of the case? 
In Pans there are 8.000 
sergenta de viile. This force was on duty tour suc- 
cessive nignts, in presence of a mob of 20,000 aud 
30,000 men. 
What was the consequence? They 
were so utterly done up that government was com- 
pelled on the fifth day to order out the troops, who 
accordingly made their Appearance on Friday even- 
ing, wifU strict orders, however, not to flre— which,. 
as it proved, was unnecessary, the presence of the 
Emperor aud Empress m the midst of the gather- 
ing throng having suffice* to quell the insur- 
rectionary spirit of the rioters. I much doubt 
whether English police would have shown the ex- 
traordinary forbearance displayed by the Paris ser- 
geats de viile. Last night, discussing the affairs of 
the week with some officers of the Imperial Garde, 
they one and all declared solemnly that their men 
would not nave stoou the insolence of the mob of 
voyoux and gamins, as aid the sergents de vine and 
the Garde de Paris. Fifteen thousand strangers ara 
known to have qnitftd Paris during the first three 
days of last week in consequence of tie note. The 
Injury thus inflicted on trade can. from this item 
alone, be easily calculated. As to the number of 
canards which have taken flight since the emeutes, 
their name is legion and I do not record them.

The Russian government has increased the sub- 


sidy to be paid to the Prince of Montenegro from 
7,500 to 22,000 roubles per annum. 


The red flag paraded in the Qeamer Belleville, 


•Paris, durins tha election riots, was a red crinoline 
mounted on a broom. Five hundred thousand people 
flocked in the streets to see it. Such is the power of 
crinoline. 


The Armenian Patriarch at Jerusalem has tele- 
graphed to his colleague at Constantinople that the 
images in the Armenian church at Bethlenein naa 
been carried off, and requested him to upply lor the 
assistance of the government in recovering them. 


The Bishop of Osnabruch, Prussia, having claimed 
for bis tribunal the right of exclusive judgment on 
all affairs of divorce, has seen his pretensions ener- 
getically and victoriously repelled. That prelate was 
threatening with excommunication aU those who re- 
lused to appear before him. 


The town of Berditcheff, in the government of Vol- 
byma, celebrated for iis fairs and pilgrimages m 
honor of tlie Virgin, and which con talus 20,000 inhab- 
itants, has just been partly destroyed br fire. Such 
kind ol disaster 13 very common In Rnssia, where in 
many places the houses and foot pavements are en- 
ttiel.v constructed of wood; consequently smokln"1 in 
the street is forbidden. Lights are also forbidden in 
the bazaars and lairs. At br. Petersburg there Is in 
each district aTiluh tower, on which such accidents 
aie signalled, at night by an illuminaied globe, and 
bj elaj by a black ball.

UNITED SPATES STO3.EHE COUHT. 


New York mercbantfl Victimized—Actlftnfl of 


Tort—Interest in Such Cuscs—Declartuioa* 
of Co-Defendant*—Hints to Counsel. 
Albert t: Lincoln, Piatnttff in Error, «&. Horace 


B. CMJtin and OCtiei-s—In error to the Circuit Court 
for the Northern district of Illinois, Mr. Justice I'leu 
delivered the opinion of the court. The bill of ex- 
ceptions in this case is made up witnout any regard 
to the rules in accordance with which such -billa 
should be framed, it ia little else thau a transcript 
of the evidence, oral and documentary, given at the 
trial, and covers ninety-six printed pages of the re- 
cord, when .the exceptions couia have been presented 
with greater clearness and precision in any five or 
them. Iu Us preparation counsel seem to have for- 
gotten that this.court floes not pass, in actions at 
law, upon the credibility or sufficiency of testimony; 
tnat these are matters which are left to the jury, ana 
for any errors in its acUoa the remedy must bs 
sought in the court below by a motion for'a 
new trim. 
A bill of exceptions should only 


present the rulings of the court upon some matter ot 
taw—as upon the admission or exclusion of evi- 
dence—and should contain only so much of .the tea; 
timony, or such a statement of the prools ma'de br 
offered, as may be necessary to explain the bearing 
ot the rulings upon the issues involved. If the facts 
upon which the rulings were made are admitted tha 
bill should state them briefly, as the result of tha 
testimony; if the facts are disputed it will oe suttl- 
cienttt £hebill alleze jij^t tf^iuoriyvrs/i produced 
*ei51hg to prove thorn, if a delect in the proofs is 
the cronnd of the execution such defect ehonld be 
mentioned without a detail of the testimony. In- 
deed, it can seldom he necessary for the first deter- 
mination of any question raised at the trial to set 
forta the entire evidence given, and the practice in 
some distrlcts-^uite common of late—of sending tsp 
to this court bins made up in this way, jilted-with 
superfluous and inelevant matter, must be co"n- 
demned. It only serves to throw increased labor 
upon us and unnecessary expense upon parties- 
If counsel will not heed 
the 
admonitions 
upon this subject so frequently expressed by 
us the judges of the courts below, to whom the bills 
are presented, should withhold their signatures 
until the bills are prepared in proper form, freed 
from all matter not essential to explain and point 
the exceptions. The action in this case is brought 
to recover damages against the defendants for 
fraudulently obtaining the property of the plaintinb. 
Trie declaration alleges a combination between the 
defendants, pursuant to which one of them pur- 
chased goods to a large amount, in the city of New 
York, ot different-parties, and, among othare, of tha 
plaintias, npon a false and fraudulent representa- 
tion of- his means and basiness; and the otner de- 
fendant disposed of them within a few days after- 
wards by auction, at less than their cost price, and 
appropriated the proceeds to Ms own use; the whole 
proceeding being ta&en witn intent to defraud the 
venders of their property. The case differs ma- 
terially from that of Adler vs. Fenton, reported ia 
24th Howard, which is cited to show that the 
declaration discloses no cause o£ action. In that 
case certain creditors, whose demand was not due at 
the time, brought an action against their debtors, and 
others tor an alleged conspiracy to dispose ol tha 
property o£ the debtors, so as 10 hinder and defeat 
the.creditors in the collection of theirdemaud; and 
this court held that the action would not Ue. Tha 
decision proceeded upon the ground tnat creditors 
at large have no such legal interest in the properly 
of their debtors as to enable them to interfere with 
any disposition of it before the maturity of their de- 
mands. The creditors in that case possessed no lien 
upon or interest in the property ol their debtors to 
impair or clog in any respect the right of tne latter 
to mafce any use or disposition ol it they saw proper. 
The exercise of that right, whatever the motive, vio- 
lated no existing right of fhe creditors, and conse- 
quently lurnished. them no ground of action. The 
case 6t bar Is not brought upon the allegation that 
the deiendauts have fraudulently disposed of their 
own pruperty, but that they have fraudulently ob- 
tained 
possession 
of the 
property 
of 
the 
plaintiffs. 
It proceeds upon the theory that 
the title to the goods never passed to tha 
defendants, but 
remained 
in 
the 
plaintilfs, 
from whom they were obtained by false and 
fraudulent, representations. .That such representa- 
tions were made by the defendant .Milelmm, and 
that' by means of tnem the goods were obtained, 
was not seriously disputed at tne trial. The princi- 
pal controversy turned upon ttie connection of the 
defendant, Lincoln, with the fraudulent acts of ilile- 
ham. The declaration -alleges that the fraud was a 
matter of prearrangement between ihein, and their 
counsel insisted that proof of such prearrangement 
was essential lo a recovery against Lincoln; but the 
Court held that it was sufficient to show tnat he 
subsequently, with Knowledge of the fraud, became 
a party to it; that subsequent partisipation in tha 
iraud and its fruits was as ettective to charge him as 
preconcert and combination fonts execution, in 
thus holding we perceive no error. The character 
ol the transaction was not changed, whether Lincoln 
was an original party m its inception or became a 
parly subsequently; nor was the damage resulting to 
the plaintifls affected by .the precise day at which lia 
became a co-conspirator with Mileham. If, knowing 
the fraud contrived, he aided in its execution and 
shared its proceeds, lie was chargeable with all its 
conseauences, and could be treated aud pui-sued a» 
an original party. Every act of each in furtherance 
of the common design was in coutemplatiou of 
law the act or both. On tne trial ueomratlons ol 
-cacn-TirocrciirtmrBtjsCTCeoruie otuor, were allowed 
to KO to tho jury. They related not merely to the 
transaction -which Is the subject of Inquiry m this 
action, bift to similar contemporaneous transaction* 
with other parties. Tiie evidence waa not lucomye- 
tent or irrelevant, as contended by counsel. Where 
fraud in the purchase or aale of property is In ls.sua 
evidence of other frauds of like character commuted

GRNTLBMES OF TOT GRAND JURY—I understand 
that your labors will be quite light, this extra term 
being called rather to dispose of accumulated busi- 
ness iban to prepare new. I shall not detain yon by 
Kferrlng to matters familiar, to you, except, pursu- 
ant to law, to charge you to Inquire as to offences 
upon the following subjects, viz., violations of the 
law against lotteries, of the statute as to usury, of 
the taking of Illegal fees by public officers, of 
Infractions 
of 
Hie 
Election laws, of crimes 
under 
the act to suppress intemperance, of 
frauds in the sale of tickets upon steamboats 
and other vessels, and or obscene publications. I 
must also remind you tbat it is a misdemeanor, to 
disclose to any one except the Court or the District 
Attorney that an indictment for felony has been 
round until the accused baa been actually arrested.

e-otectlou or all classes or tlie community. So great 
my commiseration lor the unhappy mother who, 
probably through 111 advice, has exiled herself from 
this State and fled from a court ovei flowing with 
kind sympathy for her wretchedness, and whose 
only effort was to secure to her, If it properly 
could In any way be done, Uie retention of the. cus 
tody of her child, I should prefer to withdraw the 
subject from your consideration. But as this may 
cot be without violating my oath of oillce, let me 
briefly relate the mattei to you. Mrs. Julta AlcGra.w 
obtained a divorce fioui her husband, for hfa adul- 
teiy. She had one child, a little girl, now about flve 
years of age. Mrs. McUtuw was mairied when she

1 staled that if I permitted the child 
to i«main In their custody during tne proceedings 
It must be understood that eho wa* in the 
luii!ody of tbe couit, must not bo removed 
from its jurisdiction, and must be produced when- 
ever tli« court requiied. This notice was only given 
llnce it was merely a declaration of what the law 
and tlio guardian's duty demanded as a matter or 
fairness to me guardian that she might not be mis- 
ted. 
Counsel and all parties astsented to this, show- 
ing that they perfectly understood It. I am bound 
here to fully acquit both or tho counsel or Mrg. 
McOraw, Mesno. Vanderpool and Pabb, lor having

Mono. TB»-c»»o proceed»d, being conducted with 
(be utmost delicacy kmr consideration for th« fe«l- 
infs of the lady wnose character was involved. In 
tbe hope that »h* might reform, »nd so that if she 
did her frailty should never B« known to the world. 
I refuted to permit tne evulcnco ro be made public, 
and with tbe concurrence of counsel on both sides 
tne argument was heard privately. That the matter 
WM iiutHtequcntly oxpoie.i to the public is the fault 
Bf othei*, not mmo. 1 he evidence diiclo-ied that tuo 
conduct ft Mrs. McGraw and theiaswciati ons Into 
which she Drought I he child were such that neither

emnstaneea would I give the child to the lather or 
to any one In bus Interest, and that, while I would 
not suffer it to remain under the influences that 
surrounded It, I should consult the mother'* wlsflea 
aa.lar as I could reconcile them, with the child's In- 
terests, in- answer to my inquiry it was stated that 
the father was indifferent on the (Object of religion 
and that the mother was born in the Catholic 
faith. Thereupon 1 stated that unless the- sug- 
gestions I bhould make were complied with I 
should place the child- in 
& Catholic insti- 
tution, 
and I 
believe tbat it is perfectly 
well known that it was always my intention if the 
mother were obdurate in her gin to intrust tne child 
to tbe guardianship of tbat most excellent jnsntn- 
tion, tbe Sisters, wnlch are my friends—the House, 
of the Good Shepherd, of this city. At the close of 
the argument I stated to the mother that I had great 
sympathy for her, but that my duty would oblige me 
to deprive her of her child unless she would promise 
to try to reform, Her testimony has been so truth- 
ful, even when it bore against herself, that I felt I 
would be justified in relying on hernromise, and my 
heart 
waa so touched 
by her distress at 
the idea of parting from her child that I 
determined to 
concede 
to ner all that t 
could without absolutely violating my duty. She 
said 
that sbe only hesitated to give the 
promlse,becanse she feared circumstances, which sne 
mentioned, and it is not necessary lor me to expose, 
might prevent ner keeping it. I offered snch argu- 
ments against the difficulties she suggested as 1 
thought proper, and then adjourned the case to the 
subsequent Monday afternoon to enable ber to con- 
sider the matter, and directing that the child should 
be then produced. Early on Monday morning, by 
her senior counsel, Mrs. McGraw had informed him 
that sne had determined to comply with my advice, 
and that she would strenuously endeavor to reform, 
and I felicitated myself that by a mild and gentle 
course m the performance ol my official duty to- 
wards an erring woman the best results would pro- 
bably ensue, and one wtio seemed every way Quali- 
fied to adorn respectable society likely to be restored 
to its circle. Both the counsel and 1 weie deceived. 
It was a misfortune, but not our fault. 
Tae mother and the guardian failed to attend on 
MouQai afternoon, and, thinking thatnosslbly some 
mistake had occurred aa to the time, I adjourned 
the proceedings to the next day, when it transpired 
that they had taken the child and fled from ont the 
jurisdiction of the court. I d^not mean to comment, 
gentlemen; I merely grve yon the narrative. This 
aet of the guardian and the mother-was a high mis- 
demeanor, and one which strikes at the very foun- 
dation of the administration of law and the preser- 
vation of order, if the mandates of the court can 


. thus be successfully evaded none—in whatever 
sphere of life, so that all are equally interested—can 
hope to be secured either in their persons or their 
property. 
It 13 for yon, 
gentlemen-, 
to in- 
quire into the matter 
and indict the fugi- 
tives of this demeanor, so that whenever they can 
be subjected to- the jurisdiction of the court 
the law may be vindicated—not vindictively. It is 
not necessary that either of them should be harshly 
treated. It is only necessary that they should sub- 
mit to the law, and then tne law Toay wisely and 
safely be mercifully administered to them. 1 have 
not hesitated to say that from the moment that their 
night was known land tnat is still my opinion) that 
where they are brought within our jurisdiction, not- 
withstanding the great folly they have committed, 
the law will be snffieiently vindicated by constituting 
the admirable Institution 1 have mentioned the guar- 
dian of the child, and that I certainly would, in ten- 
der consideration for tbe erring and ill-advised 
young mother, use my influence with my friends 
conducting that institution to induce them to allow 
her to be the companion of her child to whatever 
extent she pleased; and very possibly through 
a little association with them their excellence 
and kindness would aoon win her back to ways 
which would speedily entitle her to regain the gnar- 
'dionship of the child. 1 have refrained fr^m spying 
anything in regard to the sisters of the napless 
mother, because whatever faults they may have com- 
mitted, and however unwisely through Injudicious- 
ness they may have acted—protracting tbeir im- 
prisonment when a right, simple and proper course 
on their part conla easily and speedily have relieved 
them—they have submitted to tbe law, which Is all 
that has ever been required or any of them, and 
guided by Visor and better influences than seem to 
have directed and controlled them at one time. I 
learn that they are pursuing such a course as ren- 
ders it alike unnecessary and improper now to 
wound their^feellnga by harsh remarks as to the 
past, "ion can now retire, gentlemen, and the Dis- 
trict Attorney will lay proper evidence oerore you. 
The court then adjourned till to-morrow.

Artenms a. Jonnson vs. Colonel Emmnos ClarK, 


Commanding the Seventh Regiment—This case. 
which >l*n nxcltca cvnttiacr^ble alacusslon among 
tho Katlonal Guard, came up to-doj upon on applica- 
tion to redder permanent a preliminary Injunction 
mode by Judge Clerke restraining Colonel Clark from 
approving of the expulsion of the platntur by the 
Fourth company ot the Seventh regiment for absence 
from drill. Mr. George W. Wmgate appealed for the 
motion and argued, that the plaintiff having been 
tranaferred into the 1-lftb. company before the ex- 
pulsion, a*nd having since remained therein, could 
not be expelled, by the fourth; that the expulsion 
was void, not being In accordance with tbe company 
bylaws; that It having been disapproved of 
by Colonel Clare and Adjutant General Marvin 
it became res aajwUcata, and tnat the new Adjutant 
General, whatever power he might have to pardon 
or mitigate any nurusntnent imposed by bis prede- 
cessor, bad no power to review or Question an exer- 
cise of judicial discretion on his part, and conse- 
quently could not.m 'any way revive the sentence 
after it nail Been once disapproved or. He also con. 
tended that the power or a company to expel for ab- 
sence from duty bad been taken away by tue recent 
amendments to the Militia law and by general oruera 
from Albany, the penalty now being not expulsion 
but retention after expiration of enlistment; that the 
penalty imposed by law being a flue no company had 
a right to add auy further punishment to it, and 
finally, that membership in the National Guard was 
a "franchise" and the courts had a right to enjoin 
any attempt to take it away. 
Mr. John fowler, Jr., appeared for the defendant, 
and argued that the plaintiff had not been regu- 
larly . transferred at the time of the expulsion, and 
tiiut the same was in strict accordance with the by- 
laws of the company; that tbe disapproval or the 
derendaut had been only conditional aud based upon 
certain orders , from headquarters; and that upon 
tneir abrogation he was free to approve of the com- 
pany action; that the ft hole affair Was one entirely 
of military discretion, and that the courts had no 
jurisdiction to Intervene tn the matter. 
'lue Court stated that the questions were novel 
and the law doubtful, that the expulsion having 
been for offences committed prior to any alleged 
transfer it was questionable whether the right to 
punish them by expulsion did not still continue. 
That he would, thereiore, deny the motion, staying, 
however, all proceedings by the defendant, so as to 
enable tue plaintiff to appeal to the General Term 
witliout prejudice to his rights.

General Butler in Court. 


Beford Judge Bedford. 


Shortly after the opening or tue court General S. 


F. Butler, accompanied bj Judge Barnard, paid a 
flying visit to the highest criminal couit in tue city. 
He exchanged a few words with Jndge Bedford and 
Mr. Uutehmgs, but did not stay long enough to 
attord the City Judge an opportunity to assign him in 
defending any of the alfegea cnmTnaB.

remembered, while actrujjJ-m the capacity

tion Boara held in the Mayor's court room 
became involved in a discussion relative to the 
arrest cf another white man, and CaJlacan, seizing 
• upon this as a pretext; ordered hta to be at once 
arrested. Hewas canght bold of by four policemen, 
whom he violently resisted, and while held rasi 
upon the ground by three of them, Was shot through 
the abdomen by Callahan, and afterwards through 
the shoulder. Kelly then obtained: a pistol and re- 
turned the ore, wounding a policeman. The mur- 
der was cold, calculated and deliberate in the moat 
atrocious degree; and because tbe victim did aoi 
instantly die, his murderer waa allowed to go at 
large, bailed to appear in tne nominal sum of Si 
Kelly was taken to the house of a friend, from, 
whence, alter suffering the most intense agony, he 
was removed to hi* room in the Bt. Charlea Hole 
yesterday evening. 
Here he became worse each 
moment, and towards early morning the retching, 
and passing ot blood Became so frequent, anc 
hi» flesh becoming cold ana clammy, a priest was- 
sent for to administer him the last ntes of the Oath* 
olic Church. Thronghont these trying moments the 
deceased maintained his composure, and spoke 
freely and almost cheerfully to a few friSnds who 
were admitted to his room. 
He related many cir- 
cumstances of a trivial nature, and but that the film 
of death was seen gradually steaung over his eyes, 
resulting from the mortification, of his wound 
through the stomach, few would believe he was 
about to "roll off his last mortal coll." At two F 
M., hU friends, seeing that there was no hope 
promptly sent for a notary public, to whom, wnen 
-he arrived, Kelly made the following dying declara 
tloo, to which he also subscribed:—

Ho came to take ~hold of me and to&r 
rest me, and 1 hallooed at him fire or six times to let me alone 
and to BO away from me; that I wouldn't be arrestedT be- 
cause I had done nothing more tban he bad, and 1 wouldn't 
be arreited without a wmrmnL I hare a right to be In tbla 
Btatlon house, aa i am here on business. He took me by tha 
collar, and I took hold of him on hit right hand coat aleera;

man McCarthy fell down. They Bhofetl me over on ton of 
McCarthy. W ell, we scuffled and abused each other about 
tbere for aome time, and 1 said again, '•! wont all of you to 
Ittgoofme, Iwon'the arrested wltbont a cause." He de- 
liberately then pulled out his pistol and abo£ me in tho betlr, 
aud I cried ont tbat 1 waa shot, and t&eo went ln|o the station 
bouse.

• Shortly after the above waa made the dying man 
continued to sink lapidly, and at twenty minutes 
past three o'clock A. M. his soul left Its earthly tene- 
ment and winged Its mght to another world. Up to 
the laat moment the deceased was not only conscious 
but rational in an extraoidmary degree, answering 
Questions sensibly to the very latest instant or his 
existence. 
Tins morning the announcement of his death ere 
ated great excitement, and as boon as It appeared 
on the bulletins at the newspaper offices crowds 
thronged to read the sad news, which appeared to 
cast a gloom over a large portion. All oay the tragic 
occurrence was the subject ol conversation, and the 
feeling against tbe murdcier seemed to be strong 
and Indignant. About nine A, M. tbe murderer waa 
rearrested and contlued by order of the Mayor, aud 
upon properly attested v, anaiits two other police- 
men were also arre«xea and held as accessories to tne 
murder. Later In the day, however, the matter was 
brought to the notice of General Canby, who or 
dereu tnat au inquest be held upon the body or the 
deceased ami that the murderer be tried by a mili- 
tary commission.

Te E.octi^.Having stayed a few days at Ranparoa, 
too* up a .position in the Whatatane river, only 
lome thousand yards from the pass between the hill 
and tne river, occupied by Major Mair and a large 
force Of fritndlies »hd whites. Just about this time 
a small party of Ban Hans attacked tne house of a 
Frencemau. named Johnny Ouerin, on the Ofilwa 
river, and murdered' all its inmates; consisting of 
Johnny, three hired, men, two women and two chil- 
dren. At WhaKatane there was a good" deal of 
skirmishing and slight losses were sustained on both 
miles, but TeTtooia did not venture a general attack: 
.and Major llair was too- weaE to take the initiative. 
Every morning, however, the whites were treated 
with a full view of the rebel chief, wn'o rode about in 
front of his lines, attired in a red .shirt, darsc panta- 
loons and high boots, and with no less tban four re- 
volvers in big belt.

Ttte poor wretches were 
surprised, lulled, cut into pieces aiul,cooted 111 their 
own cooking vessels. Some of the details of t.nls 
horrible massacre are too revolting to Oe related. 
One of the worst features of the affair, too, is that a 
number of government rifles and ammunition 
which bad beeu stored at the now settlement, have 
fallen into the hands of (he enemy. 
On the w eat coast tne operations nave been of 
comparatively little interest 
Tito Howai-u has 
again slipped away from Colonel Whltmore, and is 
once more roaming at large about the country, none 
Knowing exactly where he is. The government has. 
now, 
aa a last resource, adopted the Mexican plan 
of paying so much a head for -rebels. A reward of 
£1,000 Is offered for the head of Tito Kowaru, £16- 
ror the beads of any of his chiefs, and £5 for those of 
any rebel Maoris. Three chiefs have already been 
killed Dy a party of whites and the stipulated 
amount paid for their heads. Whether the new plan 
will have any very great effect remains to be seen- 
great things are expected to result from it. A band 
of white rangers, faouiething lite Captain Mayne 
Reid's party ol scalp hunters, Is already being or- 
ganized, and a number of settlers are joining it as a 
UKely speculation. 
The King m the interior docs not seem yet to nave 
quite made up hla mind to go to war with the whites 
but the attitude of the friendly natives Is so uncer- 
tain that at a large public rueetlnp: at Hamilton 
resolutions were passed calling upon the govern- 
ment to rely In future entirely upon whites. 
It has just been discovered that several small 
schooners, owned by whites, are engaged in smug- 
gling arms to Te Koott and 'lito Kowaru. The gov- 
ernment nos announced tnat auy persons detected 
in aujr- sucii traitorous act. will be hung 03 accom- 
plices of the rebels.

All our latest news from Europe tends to 


encourage the belief that France is'on "tbe'VJe 
of a crisis, and that Napoleonism really is in 
danger. The Emperor is pleased to Inform us 
that the policy of the government is suffi- 
ciently clear to prevent equivocal interpreta- 
tion, and that elections will continue as before 
to perform the task of "reconciling strong 
power willi sincerely liberal institutions." This 
is very well; but It leaves it doubtful whether 
the liberal institutions are likely to be found 
compatible with the continuance ol the one man 
power. It is not to be denied that the second 
elections, the results of which arc now known 
to us, havo somewhat modifieu, tae severity of 
the Biluation. 
Tlie second elections have, on 


the whole, been in favor of the moderate 
rullior thaa of the extreme men. It cannot 
be said, however, that the men who have 
cow; Is victorious on this second test of the 
sentiment of France make Napoleon's position 
more secure than it seemed when the first 
elections were alone known to us. The liberals 
had equated on some ninety members in the 
new Chambers.

Napoleon has dene well for France, for him- 
self and for his family since power came 
into his hands. The Interval since 1S48 has 
been long and prosperous; but in spite of all 
success It is hard to resist the conviction that 
France is tired of its present form of govern- 
ment, and that a change is imminent. Napo- 
leon, in fact, seems to be at the end of his 
tether. 
During his own lifetime he may keep 


a hold of the reins j but he is a bold man who 
will say, looking at all the facts of the pre- 
sent, that, in the event of his -death, his son 
will be heartily and generally accepted, by the 
FrencTi "-people as ~their chief. Napoleon, we 
have reason to believe, lays much stress on 
the fact that Paris is stronger for central 
action and resistance than it ever was at any 
farmer period. He still clings to the idea that 
Paris is France. He forgets that the very 
machinery ha has employed to make Paris a 
stronghold and a great centre of power has 
increased the means of communication all 
over the country, has brought all French- 
men nearer to each other, has given unity to 
the thoughts, aspirations and actions of the 
entire people, and has multiplied the thinking 
and active centres, some of which, are newly 
as powerful and quite as dangerous as Paris. 
Time was when he who was master of Paris 
was necessarily master of France; but that 
time is no more. A general and simultaneous 
rising is now possible; and it is this which, in 
a military point of view, readers the improve- 
ments of Paris comparatively ..valueless. 


The loud and emphatic expression of popular 


sentiment in France would be less alarming, 
and, of course, less deserving of attention, if 
such expression of popular sentiment were 
confined to France alone. But it is not so. 
The people have made themselves virtua'ly 
masters of the situation in Germany, in Aus- 
tria, in Spain, and they are now hopefully 
fighting for the mastery in Great Britain. 
Italy, according to late accounts, is ia seiious 
trouble, and the party of action are with diffi- 
culty kept down. 
Napoleon's true positioa 


cannot be tiuderstoojl unless he is looked upon 
as the bulwark of monarchy in Europe. But 
for him France would be a .republic. But for 
him Spain would give up her search for a 
king, would cease to prate about a regency 
and would find in Serrano- an acceptable 
president. Bnt for him Garibaldi might bs 
greater than Victor Emanuel and Mazzini 
greater than the Pope. 
Napoleon, dead or 


dethroned, what would become of the Ecu- 
menical Council and what of the thrones of 
Europe? 
We have no desire that his end 


should coine before the Sth of December, nor 
until Bismarck, has doaa a little more for Ger- 
many and Beust a little more for Austria. 
It 


is something for Napoleon to know that, as 
the Emperor of France, his life is precious, not 
to himself alone, not to his family alone, not 
to France alone, but to Europe and the world.

Andrcvr Jolmson'a Ideas of General Gram 


nnd Sis Administration* 


The despatch from Washington, which we 


published yesterday, giving the matured ideas 
and judgment of ex-President Johnson on the 
character of General Grant and the prospects' 
of his administration, is making a great sensa- 
tion. It has been apparent for a long time 
past that Mr. Johnson had something on his 
mind concerning General Grant which would 
som<5 day come out; and now that it is out 
we are comforted by the thought that, while 
General Grant will survive, Mr, Johnson expe- 
riences a great relief. He has certainly spoken 
his mind very freely, and whatever may be 
said of his bad temper and bad taste, there are 
thousands of men throughout the country who 
will chuckle over his denunciations of the 
President as the very exposition, that was 
wanted to wake up the administration and 
arouse the people, and to revive the drooping 
democracy, and declare that this pointed and 
pungent conversation, in short, is a cfown of 
glory to Aady Johnson. 


He says "he knows Grant thoroughly, has 


studied him, and is satisfied that he is the 
greatest farce that was ever thrust upon a 
people; that the little fellow has nothing in 
him—not a single idea—no policy and no con- 
ception of the'political situation; that he don't 
understand the philosophy of a single question 
and is completely lost in trying to understand 
his position; that he is mendacious, cunniag 
and treacherous; that this little fellow Grant 
is a mere upstart and accident of {he war; 
that he is a subject more for pity than con- 
tempt; that physically, mentally and morally 
he is a nonentity; that his soul could revolve 
a thousand years in a hazelnut shell without 
knocking against its. walls ; that he has no 
policy, no standard, no creed, no faith; that 
he" receives presents and appoints the givers to 
his Cabinet; that such a man degrades the 
Presidential office ; that he is a mere incident 
of the war; that his fittest place is that of 
assistant at a cross-roads horse race ; that he 
is a liar and a coward (Heaven save the mark!), 
and that under his aflministratlon we are tend- 
ing to despotism or anarchy, and tg repudia- 
tion or a moneyed aristojracy of bondholders; 
and ao on to ibe end of the chapter. 


Now what is the cause of this ferocious phi- 


lippic from Mr. Johnson? His provocation 
has been great. First, he appointed General 
Grant, under the Tenure of Office law, Secre- 
tary of War, ad interim, in the place of 
Stauton. The object -was to head off Stanton 
and Congress in Southern reconstruction, and 
to use Grant for the purpose. But when 
brought to the pinch, with the refusal of the 
Senate to concur in the suspension of Stanton," 
Grant, a law-abiding man, delivered his office 
back to Stanton. The correspondence between 
Grant and Johnson on this subject reveals two 
•things very clearly—first, that Johnson ex- 
pected Graut to back him up and to head off 
Congress; and, secondly, that Grant all the 
time was operating to support Congress and to 
head off Johnson. 
The quiet acquiescence of 


Grant in the action of the Senate reinstating 
Sfcanton made a case of hostility between 
Jybnson and Grant a? decisive and remorse- 
less as that between Hannibal and Rome. 
From that day, nnder Johnson's charges of 
treachery and falsehood, Grant, as far as pos- 
sible, suspended all relations with Johnson, 
-u.ml more llian once VUu.Cuixctu.1 o.v>nontoa liim- 
self on a journey to avoid •jomo occasion sug- 
gesting an official or social necessity for coming 
into contact with the President. This state of 
war was continued down to General Grant's 
inauguration, in which Mr. Johnson took no 
part; and notwithstanding General Grant's 
motto, "Let us have peace," thero is no peace 
yet between him and Johnson, 
And has not 


Johnson cause enough for the wrath of Hanni- 
bal? For ia it not probable that had Grant 
played into the hands of Johnson in that 
Stanton affair something might have turned up 
that would have made Johnson the democratic 
candidate in 18C8, with Grant nowhere? 


Hence all these outpourings of the vials of 


wrath of Johnson against Grant go for nothing. 
They are but the impotent ravings of a shallow 
political schemer, defeated by the very instru- 
ment he had chosen to draw his chestnuts from 
the fire. Let them laugh who win. 
General 


Grant can afford to Vaugu at tlie folly of 
Andrew Johnson, and yet he cannot afford to 
real upon his laurels. 
His great achievements 


in the war have made him President; but upon 
his achievements as a practical .statesman will 
depend the public judgment upon his adminis- 
tration ; and he must do something positive, 
practical and popular as President, or hi3 ad- 
ministration will -be a failure.

The radicals there, at any rate, are in a sad 
muddle—one faction, with Carl Schurz at their 
head, going in for the simultaneous enfran- 
chisement of negroes and white rebels, nnd 
another, headed by Senator Drake, declaring 
that the case of the negro mnst be settled first, 
and "precede any consideration of the enfran- 
chisement of rebels." This 13 practically put- 
ting the "negro first and tho white man after- 
wards" in Missouri. How the people of the 
State atand on this question cannot bo Jeter- 
mined for some time, as there is no election 
upon which to base a calculation of the ten- 
dency of public epntiinent upon the point to 
occur in tho Slate the present year. In the 
meantime the adoption of the fifteenth amend- 
ment, and it being so declared by proclamation 
next winter, will settle the business for the 
black man, and tho white rebol will come in for 
hia share of tho glorious privileges vouchsafed 
a free and independent American citizen.

Countless myriads of grasshoppers, it is 


reported, have appeared on the north and 
east of Great Salt Lake, and like a destroying 
army, or a consuming fire, are" moving down 
towards the city of the Mormon Saints. We 
are informed that the earth near Promontory 
Point, over an area of many square miles, is 
black with the young and rapacious insects; 
that they are about three-quarters of an inch 
in length, blackish in color and more resem- 
bling a cricket than a grasshopper; but that 
as they increase in size their color changes to 
brown; that they grow rapidly and destroy all 
green vegetation in their way ; that for miles 
the track of the Pacific Railroad is covered 
with tiiem, and that they are mashed in such 
numbers on the rails as frequently to make 
them too slippery for the locomotive to move 
"untfi aand is sprinkled over the greased iron; 
that they have also appeared at the Mormon 
settlements, five hundred miles south of Great 
Salt Lake, where they are eating up every- 
thing before them, and that at all points within 
the range of a possible visit from these vora- 
cious insects consternation prevails among 
the settlers. 


These grasshoppers, then, are the special 


plague and danger of the Pacific slope of the 
United States, and of the settlements from 
east from the Rocky Mountains to the Missis - 
sippi river. Last year certain districts of 
Texas, near our Mexican boundary, were 
ravaged by grasshoppers, and at the same 
time they appeared ia destructive clouds in 
portions not only of Minnesota, but beyond, in 
the British settlements of the Red river ot the 
North, producing a famine among those people. 
Prom all that we can learn, however, the 
grasshoppers east of the Rocky Mountains are 
of wholly different species and much smaller 
in size than tfcoss of the Great Basin, and all 
that vast isolated Asiatic section of this Conti- 
nent lying between the Rooky Mountains, east, 
and the great Sierra Nevada chain, which 
looks down 
upon California, west.* This 


section includes the Territories, of TJtjah and 
Idaho, a large portion of the State of Oregon, 
all of the State of Nevada and a large section, 
of the Territory of New Mexico. The great 
grasshopper, so called, of,this region, if not 
the same as the loeuat of Africa and Asia, is 
very near akin to him. The habits of each are 
the same, and the American insect is hardly 
excelled in his voracity- by his Arabian con- 
gener. 


Aa to the reproduction of this Western 


plague of grasshoppers, an equivalent term 
for locust in the Bible, we learn that they 
come out of the ground in the spring, hardly 
visible at first, grow rapidly in the sun, and 
begin to eat their way through the country as 
soon as they begin to crawl; that they march 
on in a straight course, devouring as they go, 
until they have attained their full growth, 
when, rising in the air, like a cloud of 
smoke on 
the horizon, they 
fly 
off to 


a great distance, and then, settling down upon 
some inviting locality, they deposit their eggs 
on the ground, and, agaia taking wing, dis- 
appear, and doubtless soon die. But they have 
sown the seed for a new crop. 
The eggs they 


have cast upon the ground lie there unharmed 
by the snows and frosts of the winter, to be 
hatched with the returning warmth and vegc- 
_tatj<vn_ofjipring. 
Hence a districtwhere these 
rm8ects"ha«'e~ai>p«area this year m«t^««,i^«, 


next year; but from year to year no district 
within their range of operations is secure. 


The Mormons of Utah have several times 


narrowly escaped a famine from these grass- 
hoppers. Once, at Salt Lake City, in the be- 
ginning of their settlement, the Saints were 
saved from these grasshoppers by flocks of 
little gulls from the lake, the birds coming over 
from the lake to feed upon the insects from 
day to day till they were consumed. 
The 


Saints have this incident upon record as a 
miraculous preservation, like that of the chil- 
dren of Israel in the wilderness when tho 
quails were sent for their sustenance. As the 
areas of cultivation are extended over these 
Western States and Territories these swarms 
of grasshoppers will be apt to increase. 
But 


for the annual autumnal fires on the great 
plains east of the Rocky Mountains these de- 
structive luBucta would probably cro tUia have 
extended their visitations to the country this 
side the Mississippi. As it is, they may yet 
give the casting vote upon the question of the 
removal of the Mormons, with their institution 
of polygamy, from Utah.

Pursuit of a Wife—A Trasie Scene.

A shooting affair took place at Anderson city last 
week, which" lias caused great excitement among 
our citizens, one John Able, living in Duboil 
county, forty-five orfiity years old, came to Craw- 
ford county and married tiie daughter of Patrick 
Dewitt, some two years ago, the gin bernsr aboat 
sixteen whan inamej. 
After living

some two years the wife became dissatisfied for 
some cause, and left her husband. Able, the hus- 
band, uursned. her, and on going to ner iather'3 
aid not hnd her there. 
The father told him he 
would go with him to where his daughter was 
and if she was w.limj to go back and live with 
mm all right: but he was not willing that harsa 
means should be used. So they started, Able hav- 
ing procured Hampton Able, nis brother, to help 
him mliis emergency. They proceeded to the house 
ol Thomas Houston, In this !owa, and there found 
tae wife. Tue family or Mr. Houston invited ttiem 
in, 'and when they entered John Able solicited his 
wife 10 go home with him. She refused to go, say- 
inn; she was afraid of her life. Able still coaxed, 
but tne wife refused: Able tliea toid her he wanted 
to talk to her privately. Tney stepped outside the 
door. He talked to her privately for awhile and 
tuen caught and kissed her, saying, '-Sow you will 
go, won't yon?" "No, I win not," she replied. 
Abie tuen said, "I will take you, dead or alive." 
Upon this she sprang into the door. Mrs. Hous- 
ton, caught hold ol her. Able dragged them both 
out of the house into the yard. Upon this Patrick 
Dewitt, the lather of the wife, told Able to let her 
alone. Able drew uis revolver on Dewltc ana. snap- 
ped it at him. Dewitt knocked him down. Able got 
up and was again knocked down by Dewitt. They 
had quite a scuffle, when Able called to his brother 
Hampton to take the wile and start wita her. The 
brother seized her, dragging her, and she screaming 
for help. Able then got loose Irom Dewitt and started 
on a run to overtake Hampton and his wile, swearing 
and threatening her life at the same time; Dewitt 
procured a revolver from Houston's house, over- 
ook the two Abies, trying to force his daughter npon 
a horse, and she resisting by pushing against the 
horse with her feet and hands. Abie, seeing Dewitt 
coming, told his brother to make haste and get away 
with his (Abie's) wife, and lie would fight Dewitt 
back, and on Dewitt approaching, Able told him to 
stand back or ne would blow his d—d brains out, 
presenting £ha pistol at the same time and snapping 
the trigger. Dewitt drew his revolver and fired two 
shots at Able, and, having one load left, deliberately 
revolved the cylinder till the remaining load came 
under the hammer and again fired, one of the 
shots taking effect in Abie's left arm, near, the 
e'.oow, the ball passing down and coming out 
near the hand, shattering one of the bones in a 
dreadful manner. 
Dewitt then returned to the 
house and eot a rifle, and overtook the three, John 
and Hampton Able and the wife about 100 yards 
Irom where he left John.- John was on his horse, 
and Hampton had hold of the woman, trying to put 
her on the horse behind John. The woman at this 
time was completely saturated with blood from head 
to foot irom the w-ound ou her husband's arm. De- 
witt, on seeing Hampton have hold of his daughter, 
raised nia nfle to his face and was just in the act of
